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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on June 26, 2006. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 ,3, and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
et al. (US 4,759,342) in view of Davidson et al. (WO 90/1 1691 ). 

Lee teaches a lid comprising an external surface portion and a solid post formed 
integrally with the surface portion. Lee is silent regarding glass material and threading on the 
post. 

Davidson teaches it is known to provide a lid with a surface portion 16 and an integrally 
formed, externally threaded post (hollow) 65. The hollowness of the post is irrelevant for the 
teaching of a threaded post. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to form the post of Lee with external threads and to form the lid of glass as taught by 
Davidson, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a 
known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design 
choice. Doing so allows for use of a known alternative material and interchanging of knob 
handles for decorative or other purposes, including protecting one's hand from high heat 
exposure of a unitary knob. 

Regarding the limitation of claim 7, the lid is capable of being a cake dome since the 
phrase does not provide limiting structure to the claim. 
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Response to Arguments
